Senator Breckinridge, who, as is alleged and be- 
lieved, was concerned in a conspiracy lo seize the 
capital in February, and become the head cf a pro- 
visional government, after doing what mischief he 
could at Washington, atte, opted to excite the peo- 
ple of Baltimore to a renewal of violence. And 
this was permitted ! The presence of or G regi- 
ments is required to preserve the peace of Balti- 
more. And yet a known and avowed enemy, in 
lime of war, is allowed to go there, and in a public 
harangue, endeavor to stir up rebellion, Popular 
sentiment, fortunately, was divided, and a few 
Union men were able to drown the voice of the 
traitor, lint why was he not arrested ? Where, 
and when, in the history of rebellions; were arch 
traitors thus tolerated'} How many noblemen 
have been hurried " to the Tower " 'fur offenses 
venal compared with those ol' Breckinridge ?
